You are hereby notified to meet at Stevens Memorial Hall in said Chester 
on Tuesday the tenth of May next, at 10:00 in the forenoon to act on Article 
#1. The polls will close at 7:00 p.m.. After ballots are counted, the meeting 
is adjourned until Wednesday, May 11, 1994 at 7:00 p.m. in the Multi- 
Purpose Room of the Chester Elementary School. Articles #2 through 
Article #29 will be taken up at that time. 


Article #1. To choose all necessary Town Officials for the ensuing year. 


Article #2. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of 
Officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article #3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $206,000 as may be necessary to defray Town Charges (TC) for the 
ensuing year. (See TC Budget Figures) (The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation)

Chester Budget Advisory Committee Report 


The Budget Advisory Committee met with the Selectmen to review the budget 
for the fiscal year July 1, 1994 - June 30, 1995. The budget includes a 5% increase 
for most town employees, with police officers receiving a 3% increase. 

We feel that the $50,000 appropriation for the consultant for the dump is a 
necessary expense at this time. The selectmen are working very hard to minimize 
the dump closures impact on the tax rate. 

The fire department is requesting $100,000.00 to purchases a new truck. There 
is $50,000.00 in our capital reserve account. It is our recommendation to bond or 
borrow the remaining $50,000 over 5 years, by doing this there would be only a 
small impact on our taxes, and future homes that will be built over the next 5 years 
will share in the cost of this new truck. 

If the entire budget is passed as it is, our taxes will increase $1.22 per $1,000.00 
that is $70.76 on property valued at $58,000.00. We recommend that the budget 
should be passed as it is presented to you in the town warrant.

The Board of Selectmen and the various departments and committees of the 
Town of Chester which work with the Board continue to promote and exercise 
strong conservative fiscal management consistent with the service and financial 
needs of the people of Chester. 

The 93-94 appropriated budget will again be under-spent and the new budget 
for 94-95 has been carefully thought out to continue our trend of controlled spending 
with limited expansion. The sale of the land off the Bridle Path to the FAA has been 
successfully concluded in the approved amount, $27,000. These funds have been 
added to the General Fund to help relieve your tax burden for the coming year. 

We all owe a debt of gratitude to Fire Chief “Red” Dolloff and the many 
volunteers of our Fire Department, in addition to those from surrounding towns who 
participated in the clearing of the Mossman buildings from town property. Last year, 
at Town Meeting, $10,000 was appropriated to accomplish the task of clearing the 
buildings due to unsafe conditioins, and the extraordinary expense to renovate. We 
are pleased to report that because of the efforts of the Chester Fire Department, 
which turned the project into a “Fire Exercise”, the cost to the Town of Chester was 
less than $100. 

The primary challenging issue for the Board of Selectmen and for the taxpayers 
of Chester during the next several years in the successful disposition of the Solid 
Waste situation. The first step, as defined by our Solid Waste Committee, in 
conjunction with the Board of Selectmen, is to hire a Consulting firm to work with 
us to clearly define what needs to be done to move forward in complying with 
Federal Regulations, while designing a system and a closure plan of the current 
landfill which will meet both the aesthetic and the financial needs of our citizens. 
The solution must be long term and it must be workable. 

At Town Meeting, the Solid Waste project will be discussed. You will also be 
asked to consider some expenditures relating to the consultation process, as well as 
monitoring wells. We would like to stress that it is important that you ATTEND the 
Town Meeting. The Solid Waste project may be one of the most expensive 
undertakings that the Town has had to deal with in many years. It is likely that a 
future Bond Issue may be required. It is, therefore, important that you are at this 
Town Meeting and future Town Meetings. Since you will be called upon, over time, 
to share the burden, we hope you also share in the decision making process. 

Finally, we want to again remind you that Volunteerism is a cornerstone of 
Chester. It helps to get important things done with out the creation of extraordinary 
expenses. Chester continues to be a beautiful, country community; let’s all work to 
keep it that way.

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State Representative Report 


On December |, 1992, I was sworn in as the representative for Rockingham 
District 10, which includes the town of Chester and Fremont. This consolidation 
was a result of the State of New Hampshire reapportionment based upon the 1990 
census. 

I was appointed to the committee on Executive Departments and Administra- 
tion, to consider matters pertaining to the general administration of state laws and 
changes therein; matters of policy pertaining to the executive departments of state 
government. 

Our committee had a record 57 bills that were presented, discussed and passed 
on to the whole house for their disposition. Some bills became law; some were sent 
to interim study, which allows additional time to study and formulate correct policy. 
The legislature met in session on 36 days during which debate on some 930 bills that 
had been introduced was conducted. 358 bills were passed by the 424 member 
legislature and became the laws of the state. I spent a total of 82 days in Concord 
on behalf of my constituents during the 1993 session. 

I was fortunate in being elected as the original freshmen representative on the 
executive board of Rockingham County. I also sit on the sheriff's subcommittee 
which has oversite on the county function. The executive board of the county has 
met a total of 11 times to provide oversite as to the spending of your tax dollars. 

I look forward to hearing from my constituents. My job is made a bit easier 
when you are willing to share your thoughts and ideas with me.

Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission 


The Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission has a wide range of 
services and resources available to help the dues-paying members deal with a 
variety of municipal issues. Technical assistance is provided by a professional staff 
whose expertise 1s, when necessary, supplemented by consultants who are selected 
for their specialized skills or services. Each year, with the approval of your 
appointed representatives, the Commission staff designs and carries out programs 
of area-wide significance that are mandated under New Hampshire and federal laws 
or regulations, as well as local or site-specific projects which would pertain more 
exclusively to your community. 

Technical assistance is provided in a professional and timely manner by staff 
at the request of your Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Board of 
Selectmen, and various municipal department heads. The Commission conducts 
planning studies and carries out projects that are of common interest and benefit to 
all member communities, keeps your officials apprised of changes in planning and 
land use regulation, and offers training workshops for Planning and Zoning Board 
members on an annual basis. 

Services that were performed for the Town of Chester during the past year are 
as follows: 

1. Co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture meetings. Town of Chester officials 
were invited to these meetings. | 
2. Conducted a six-hour training workshop for the planning board members. The 

Chester Planning and Zoning Boards were invited to that workshop. 

3. Conducted 24-hour traffic counts at several locations in the Town of Chester. 

Data will be made available to the town upon request. 

4. Prepared town wetland maps. The source data for these maps were processed 
by NH GRANIT from USGS, Landsat thematic coverages and Soil Conserva- 
tion Service Data.

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Highway Department Report 


Commencing with the election in May 1993, any funds spent from the ’92 - °93 
budget were used only for emergency purposes by your Road Agent. There was one 
special project for which funds had been held in an escrow account. Smith Road had 
a blind hill that was cut back approximately six feet. Much to our surprise, we 
encountered no ledge but, we did uncover a boulder weighing about | 0,000 pounds that 
we removed. As funds become available, we shall be able to widen and build up the 
road further to improve it further. 

The rest of my report will address expenditures of the 93-94 budget, commenc- 
ing on July 1, 1993. 

Monies were used to put gravel on all gravel roads to replace the crown on the 
roads. All gravel roads were graded and raked several times. We blew ledge on Lane 
and Old Sandown Roads. The hill on Lane Road (called Patnaude Hill) was widened 
for safety reasons, as the fact of its narrowness and steep grade had caused potential 
problems for school buses and cars that met. 

Culverts were repaired and installed on Fremont, Lane, and Rod & Gun Roads. 
Culverts were also cleaned to trash and debris that we found in some. Waterways on 
Old Sandown Road were cleared. Work was done on Shatagee Road to prevent water 
from washing out the roadway. Sections of the road were also widened to facilitate the 
drainage. Our department also removed trash and trees along roadways. Signs were 
erected and house number posts have been installed. 


PAVED ROADS: 

All roads had potholes— patched a number of times. Skim jobs were done on 
Candia, Lane, and Fremont Roads, giving a much needed smoothness to these roads. 
Asphalt was put on Birch, Lane, and Harantis Lake Roads. We had no capital 
improvement money, so we did as much paving of new roads as funding allowed. More 
paving can be done commencing after July 1, 1994. 

As winter approached, there was much-needed repair work to be done on plows 
and wings so they could be used. Following repair, they were painted. Two sanders also 
needed repair. 

Sand was put in a pile across from the Town Shed. This sand is used only by 
Chester residents on their driveways and walkways. 

When the snow and freezing rain came, monies were used to plow, salt, and sand 
all roads, around Town buildings and the school yard, parking lots, and driveways. 

As you know, we are having a tough winter. Hopefully, we will have some money 
remaining for spring work. I am looking forward to the new budget so we can keep 
improving our roads. 

I wish to thank all who worked and gave their time to the Highway Department.

Halloween was, again, uneventful from the standpoint of traffic problems. 
Parents continue to follow the recommended parking and pedestrian rules set up by 
the Chester Police Department. There were approximately 400 “Trick or Treaters” 
on Chester Streets this past Halloween. 

Traffic was not a problem during the Lions Club Memorial Day Observance, 
the Veterans Day Parade, or the Christmas Tree lighting ceremony. The Chester 
Town Fair’s traffic problem along Routes 121 and 102, has been resolved due to the 
efforts put out by the organizers of the Fair and the Chester Police Department. 

The annual St. Judes’s Bike-A-Thon took place this summer without incident. 
The participants followed a route that starts at Town Hall and ends at the Kingston 
State Park. Prior to the participants departure, their bicycles were checked out by 
Mr. Jeff Venner and Mr. Mike Noyes. This Committee would like to thank them for 
their time and help. Each participant was required to wear a helmet. 

The Highway Crossing Guard Program continues to perform in an excellent 
fashion, protecting children crossing at the intersection of Routes 121 and 102. 

“Drug Free Zone” signs have been posted along Chester Street in the vicinity 
of the school. 

The “Parking Ordinance” for the Town of Chester has been approved by the 
Board of Selectmen. Copies of the ordinance are available in the Town Clerk’s 
Office and the Selectmen’s Office during regular business hours.

1. The Chief of Police and Road Agent will conduct a survey of all state and 
town roads to determine the adequacy of traffic control signs.

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Conservation Commission Report 


Activities of the Chester Conservation Commission (CCC) for the 1993-94 
year included processing three (3) Dredge & Fill Permits and investigating three 
wetland violations of which two have subsequently been inspected by the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Board and the third could be a violation of an issued permit. 

The Chester Conservation Commission sponsored a presentation by the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Bureau Administrator, Mr. Ken Kettenring, on New Hamp- 
shire Wetlands and Wetland Regulations. All neighboring Town Conservation 
Commission Members as well as the general public were invited. 

The Mottolo EPA Superfund Site located on the Raymond/Chester line was 
inspected by a CCC member for possible impact to Chester residents. A vacuum 
extraction process is being used to remove the volatile organic compounds dumped 
at the site. The process is estimated by the EPA to be completed in 5-6 years. 

The Chester Conservation Commission continued its investigation into classi- 
fying sections of Chester as prime wetlands areas. 

Education programs for the Chester Elementary School are being considered 
for sponsorship by the Chester Conservation Commission. The CCC is working 
with the School to decide on a program which will most benefit the students. 

The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the first Tuesday of every 
month in the Town Hall at 7:00 p.m. All Chester residents are invited to attend.

This program added to the Bob Child poster and essay contest will help to make 
our children aware of fire hazards. 

With our Town’s participation in the HazMat group, many of our department’s 
members have taken advantage of the courses made available by the Training 
Committee. This will help us to come into compliance with the Federal Regulations. 
The resources made available by the group will help us to stabilize an incident in our 
Town. Thank you for supporting this much needed funding. 

Our emergency services rely on house numbers when responding to your call 
for help. The numbering committee did a good job setting up the system and now 
it is the responsibility of the homeowner to maintain them and keep them clearly 
visible. Remember, if we can’t find you, we can’t help you. For your family’s health 
and safety, please maintain the number and post where it was originally placed. 
Replacement posts and numbers can be obtained through the Selectmen’s Office. 
As Chief of the Department, I again wish to thank our members for their continued 
dedication and camaraderie. We thank the towns-people for their support and 
understanding of the problems with which we are challenged.

Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger Report 


During Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading cause of these wildfires were 
campfires left unattended, unsupervised children and debris fires that escape 
control. All of these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help? 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27II) requires that, “No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle of cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned 
any material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 


obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the 


burning is to be done.” 
Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New 


Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in 
jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wild land fire suppression during 1993 and participated in many fire 
prevention programs. This year, the nation 1s celebrating Smokey Bear’s 50th 
anniversary. The State of New Hampshire Forest Protection Bureau will be working 
with many communities to spread the fire prevention message - “Remember...Only 
YOU can prevent forest fires. Fire prevention is the most cost effective fire 
suppression tool. Please be careful around fires and help us and our communities 


have a fire safe year.

Chester Cable Annual Report 


This past year has been an interesting and exciting one for Chester Cable. Our 
new production switcher has enabled us to assemble programs utilizing a more 
professional format than previously possible. 

Our program for this past year included several Kids Wrestling Federation 
Shows, various Cub Scout and school productions, another live town meeting, the 
town fair, the school Christmas concert, and with the help of the Chester Fire 
Department, another successful Santa Claus call in show. Our informative Commu- 
nity Calendar with our live shot of downtown has gotten great response too. It has 
become much depended on for local happenings, school closings and notices. This 
year we ve also coordinated an arrangement with the Chester Public Library to 
make copies of our tapes available to Chester residents who either have missed a 
show or don’t have cable. 

Our equipment as well as our budget have both held up quite well. We’ ve also 
determined that our computer and associated hard drive from which we derive our 
24 hour Community Bulletin Board both function perfectly far beyond the manu- 
facturers recommended ambient operating temperatures. We’ve cut back on the 
heat and air conditioning during periods when the studio 1s unoccupied, and we’ ve 
subsequently been able to realize a savings of over 50% in electricity. 

The upcoming year finds us in need of some consumables such as camcorder 
and microphone batteries and professional grade video tape. Some other items that 
we are looking to purchase include 2 on board camera lights with rechargeable 
batteries, 2 wide angle lenses, and an additional video switcher and effects generator 
to provide portable on site live program production. 

In looking ahead I would like to be able to make our town station’s facilities 
available to local groups with direct access from their own locations, for live 
programming it can be as easy as flipping a switch! I’ve discussed this with Haron 
Cable and they have assured me that once their new fiber optic truck line is 
interfaced with existing town wiring this can be considered. 

Last year we had anticipated having more volunteers to help with cameras, 
production, and assistance with programming. We had in fact planned more 
programming. I’m extremely grateful to those persons who did come forward to 
help us with some of our shows. Their time and efforts were most sincerely 
appreciated. Unfortunately, it appeared that our expectations of assistance some- 
what exceeded the actual turnout. This coming year we hope to see that change. 

Mrs. Meroff, our new school principal has expressed an interest in working 
with the students and channel 51 to provide an original source of programming for 
the residents of Chester. I would also like to extend an invitation to our other 
organizations as well as individuals in town to work with us. It’s interesting, it’s fun, 
and your work could someday be history. CCTV (2288) is easy to remember. Why 
don’t you give us a call? 

In closing, I would like to thank the Selectmen for their encouragement, the 
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building inspector for lending us his telephone line for our Christmas show, and 
once again all the volunteers. Without you help we would never have made it. I 
would also like to thank Haron Cable. Their high quality service and ongoing efforts 
have helped us maintain the superior caliber of signal transmission that we’ve 
enjoyed. But most important, I would like to thank you, our neighbors, for 
supporting us.

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Chester Senior Housing Committee Report 


In May of 1993 the Selectmen appointed a committee to investigate the possibility 
and/or feasibility of putting a subsidized elderly housing project in Chester. The 
committee has met regularly gathering statistics, doing a survey, and gathering 
information about possible sites for the project. 

In June of 1993 we were approached by Southern New Hampshire Services, anon- 
profit agency out of Manchester, NH who owns several subsidized housing complexes 
in NH, they write the grant for the housing, construct the housing, and later manage it. 
HUD is offering a grant for 50 units of subsidized elderly/disabled housing in a 
RURAL community in Maine, NH, or Vermont and So. NH Services is interested in 
writing the grant for Chester. Because this federal program is being eliminated this will 
be the last time this type of housing will be offered and we’ll be competing with Maine 
and Vermont for the grant. 

The first week of March 1994 we met with officials of So. NH Services and they 
gave us the task of writing a Needs Assessment for the project, proving to them that 
there was need for this project in our area. By the third week in March we had put our 
Needs Assessment together proving to them that right now there are 748 people waiting 
on lists for housing with a 5-7 year waiting period. We are presently gathering 
information from services for a Service Plan for our project. The grant must be 
completed and in the hands of HUD by 5/6/94. It must be complete with a Site for the 
facility. 

We have looked at many lots of land for the project. It should be centrally located, 
and must be dry for HUD standards. We are proposing that the Mossman property be 
considered for our project. The selectmen will be entering into a lease agreement with 
So. NH Services to lease the land necessary for the project contingent upon approval 
of the voters, after the surveys have been completed, test pits done, soil samples 
analyzed, etc. and we have mapped outa plan for other school and town uses of the 55+ 
acre parcel. By leasing the land the town would still maintain some control over the 
land and have a revenue each year from the lease. 

The project would pay the “Town” portion of the property taxes, which would pay 
for the town services that the elderly will be using. 

The committee would like to ask the taxpayers to please support the article asking 
for money to survey the Mossman property to make our dream become a reality to 
allow us to keep our “Treasures” in a beautiful place during their golden years.

But most of all, we would like to thank the students 
who participated in learning this skill. The best way to demonstrate the meaning it 
has for the students, I am including quotes from some of their essays: 


We think that it is very 
useful to learn the life saving techniques that you taught us...” 

“First of all, I would like to thank all of you for coming. I think that this course 
will help us alot in the future and even presently. The things you taught us, I think 
made people feel alot more safe when doing things like babysitting or just being able 
to help people when they need it...” 

**...1 learned alot and if I should ever need those skills, I feel confident enough 
to use them...” 

“Tam writing to thank you for the knowledge you gave us on Friday. You gave 
us your time in hopes that someday we will give our time in saving someone’ s life...” 

“Thank you for coming in to our school and teaching us a life saving skill...” 

“Thank you very much for coming to teach us CPR. You have taught us a 
valuable skill that will remain with us for life. You have made us aware of our 
emergency services and the steps to take in case of an emergency...” 

“Thank you very much for giving our eighth grade class the privilege of 
learning CPR. I feel very lucky to know this. Now I know that if there is any kind 
of emergency, when I am babysitting or at home, I will know what to do....” 

“Thanks for coming to the school to teach us CPR. I have told my whole family 
the procedure and we all feel confident that we know it...” 

“T would like to thank you for giving me a very valuable skill. Thanks for the 
Exocticnce... 

“T especially like watching other people do it and to compare it with my 
progress... want to say Thank you...”

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Recreation Commission Report 


The bright side of 1993 Recreation Commission activities included continua- 
tion of the successful Summer Program, facilities improvement to the building and 
90-foot baseball diamond, and continued cooperation with Derry on basketball and 
soccer programs. On the down side, there was a marked increase in vandalism at the 
fields. 


Summer Programs: Over 80 Chester children participated in the 6-week summer 
program that began the first week of July. A qualified counselor and assistants led 
Chester children ages 6 to 12 in games and activities and took them on field trips. 
To defray costs, there was a $1.00 a day charge or a $20.00 charge for the entire six 
weeks. This program will be repeated this year. Sign-up sheets will be distributed 
at the school or you may contact Linda Royce at 887-4793. A one-week sports camp 
and a Hersey Track program featuring track and field competition are also available. 

No child will be turned away from any of these programs for financial reasons. 
If the fees is a hardship, please speak privately to one of the Recreation Commission 
members. 


Facilities Improvement: An 8-foot fence was added in right field on the 90-foot 
diamond. This fence makes the field much more playable and prevents balls from 
going over the steep embankment. Much-needed vents and an upper door were 
added to the building. Brush and trees were cut from the fence line between the fields 
and cemetery. Selected trees were left standing and a large area of the underbrush 
was bulldozed clear in an effort to stem the growth of poison ivy. A heavy layer of 
bark mulch will be spread over the bare ground to keep the growth under control. 


Derry-Chester Cooperation: Chester children are able to participate in he Town 
of Derry’s basketball program and the Derry Soccer Club’s programs through a 
cooperative arrangement whereby Chester provides its facilities (the school gym for 
basketball, the soccer field for soccer) for use by these programs. The Rec. 
Commission pays for use of the gym on Saturday mornings for Derry Rec. 
basketball and allows the Derry Soccer Club time on the soccer field. As a small 
town, we are unable to provide such programs and this continued cooperation 
greatly benefits all Chester children. 


Vandalism: Over the past year, there was an unusual amount of vandalism at the 
town fields. The building door was kicked in and items were stolen, two electric 
meters were smashed, the telephone line was cut, two soccer nets were burned, 
fencing was damaged, human excrement was left behind the building, and fires were 
started in the trash barrels. The Chester Police have increased their coverage of the 
fields, but the Rec. Commission is appealing to all Chester residents to report to the 
police any suspicious activities they may notice at the fields, especially after-hours. 
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1994 Plans: 

¢ Asphalt will be added to the south end of the basketball court to provide a 
more-gradual grade and to prevent breakup of the surface. 

¢ Fencing will be installed along the woods/field perimeter on the 90-ft 
diamond first-base side. (Approx. 150 feet of chainlink fence was donated 
to the town by Ellen DePalma of Chester; the only expense will be installa- 
tion.) 

¢ New benches on the 90-foot diamond will be installed. 

e The baseball dugouts and protective fencing must be repaired or rebuilt. As 
a minimum, the wood and roofs of the dugouts will be replaced. 


Field Rules and Regulations: Since this report is our primary means of commu- 

nicating with the town, we repeat here every year the rules governing usage of the 

town fields (as spelled out in the Town Master Plan). 

Priorities for field usage are set as follows (1 is highest priority): 

1. Chester School athletic events - most of these occur between 3:30 PM and 
5:00 PM. 

2. Chester Baseball Program or Recreation Commission-sanctioned activities - 
Baseball generally takes up the fields Monday through Friday 
evenings, Saturday mornings, and some Sunday afternoons from April ‘til 
July 4. Recreation Commission - sanctioned events, such as the Summer 
Program take place from 8:00 AM - 1:00 PM on summer days. 

3. All other activities (scheduled or unscheduled) 


NOTE: The two lower baseball fields present a unique scheduling problem in 
that whenever there is a Chester School, Babe Ruth, Senior League, or 
adult baseball game scheduled for the 90-foot diamond, the 60-foot 
diamond cannot be sued as the balls from one end up on the other and 
the possibility of injury is great.

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Report of the Solid Waste Committee 


The Solid Waste Committee Project 93-94 consists of a new group of volun- 
teers, working with Selectman Gene Charron. We have been meeting initially once 
a week, and more recently twice a month. 

As most of you are aware, our landfill will soon be required to close, and we 
have to find an alternative way of disposing of our solid waste. We have utilized the 
extensive search done by the previous Solid Waste Committee, as well as our own. 
We have met with many experts in the solid waste industry, and have been fortunate 
to have the volunteer services of Professor James Malley, a Ph.D. and Professor of 
Civil Engineering at the University of New Hampshire with 15 years experience in 
the industry. 

Our options re limited: 

1. Incineration is not a viable option. Most incinerators will be forced to 
close due to the Clean Air Act, and permitting is now prohibitively 
expensive if not impossible. 

2. Composting or “bio-conversion” is only an option if we host a large facility. In 
order to be viable, such a facility would require a certain minimum tonnage of 
solid waste per week far in excess of the amount Chester generates. 

3. Curbside pickup is very expensive and presents other problems such as heavy 
trucks driving on back roads or dirt roads, possibly getting stuck in bad weather, 
surely causing road damage. This would also require separate vehicles for solid 
waste and recycling pickup. 

4. Transfer Station either Chester only or hosting a regional facility. Hosting a 
regional facility would require more space thane we have available and would 
require the purchase of land, among many other logistical problems. 

Based on all our information, we believe the only option for a small town such 
as ours is a Chester-only transfer and recycling station. This would consist of a 
compactor and containers for waste and recycled materials that can be set up on 
available land at the existing landfill site. We believe that of all the options, this 
would have the least impact on the Town. 

The landfill capping process will have to begin soon. The Selectmen are now 
soliciting bids from engineering firms for its design and construction. 

In the interim, source reduction and recycling are primary components of any 
solid waste solution. Any solution will not be without additional cost to all of us, 
since we have been paying little to put waste into our landfill. Although we cannot 
hope to cover the costs of solid waste disposal by recycling, we can at least defray 
those costs through a responsible recycling program. We can all do more to decrease 
our waste stream.
